The prior art is silent in teaching a method for visualizing dynamic documents in 
a web browser wherein the method generates a summary view from a data stream 
including distribution and frequency of search terms using a condensed abstract 
representation of a search term density distribution, upon cursor brushing a condensed 
search term triggering an enhancement of a summary view by providing additional 
information of the structure of the dynamic document in combination with all of the 
claimed limitations.
